Laurentlan 's Canadian Union of 
Public Employes (IWK), local 
Invited a Lambda representative 
Tuesday evening to a briefing in 
downtown Sndtniry. John Spence 
a special eo-ordinator of rUPK 
was to five the rationale behind 
lat>ors hid to break the govern- 
ment's recent death grip on la- 
collective tiar^nifiltitt. 

The Laureutlan local lias a 
membership of twenty- four. Th- 
ose are the people who do el- 
ect ritual maintenance, printing 
and several custodial duties and 
repairs at Laurentlan. Though 
they only represent a small pro- 
portion of Laurentiau's six hun- 
dred employees tliey have been 
leaders. Consequently their sup- 
port in any employee action Is 
rrltiral to Its success. CUPE 
representatives wanted to know 
wliy they should encourage their 
colleagues to walk out on Oct. 
Mth, ami then assuming thntltiey 
did, what would Ik> the advan- 
tage of doing so. Wildeattlng for 
a week or walking out for a day 
Is not Hie sort of thing workers 
do Hgluly. They have got to 
have reasons and they have rot 
lo he good ones. Management 
at times can be vindictive and 
petty at lis best, Employees run 
the risk of heluc hounded and i>* 
von put out of work. These are 
serious considerations when one 
has a family and responsibilities 
lo maintain. Managem-mt Is aw- 
are of this. An unionized em- 
ployee of this university repor- 
ted that he/she was 



notified that should lie/she fail to 
report for work on the Mth 
he/she would lose their sen- 
iority and possibly her/his Job. 
In fact, management cannot 
legally move against one em- 
ployee, the Labor Relations Ho- 
ard won't have it, It Is patent- 
ly discriminatory. Each empl- 
oyee must receive the same 
treatment. There are across the 
iKKini firings and reerlm'nations 
or none at all. In the event 
that something of that natures 
occurred John Spence staled that 
CUPE lawyers were ready to de- 
fend their protesters from any 
subsequent harrassment from 
management.

The entity of wane and price 
controls In principle Is not the 
specific target. For the most 
part the objections are towards 
the administration and nuances of 
this particular piece of legisla- 
tion. Spence stated that the A1P 
" . . took business' suggestion.. 
Ignored labors* . ♦ " He further 
added that business was effect- 
ively protesting by Its own means 
I.e. refusing to invest tinlessthe 
government offered more gener- 
ous terms. Spence called these 
•paper protests' and cited the 
Alberta Tar Sands development 
and Poll Canada's 2f»r ( bikes In 
each of the last five years as ex- 
amples, He also stated that K 
of Canadians held SGTt of the 
wealth while 8KJ bad W of the 
wealth (The balance Is owned by 
International money) Oil prices 
are possibly the most Indication 
of the government's 111 conceived 
approach towards economics po- 
licy. Domestic oil prices are be- 
ing pushed up to meet the world 
niirkets. They are Inflating ttiolr 

own cost. The All* points to the 
Canadian Price Index <CPl> as an 
example of Its success. The drop 
is attributed to the food portion 
of the commodity basket, and the 
drop in food prices Is in turn part 
of downward pressure of the 
world market, specifically the 
world tH?ef market. Canadians 
eat a phenomenal amount of t«?efj 
more than England the supposed 
home of 'roast beef and york- 

shlre ouddlnc." 
U is Instructional to look at the 



George Wsston empire to see 
how the domestic capitalist is 
able to have his cake and eat, 
and eat It, and eat It . . George 
Puys beef at the farm gate (wh* 
ere the price Isn't controlled at 
say 33 cenls a pound.) When 
It gets to Loblaws It is g&28 
a pound. Pet ween these two In- 
finities are six singes, slaught- 
ering, processing* packaging, 
whatever, and at each, some real 
value Is added to the product. 
Each stage is a different busi- 
ness and George owns them all, 
alone with the value added is a 
real profit. It Is simple and It 
Is effective when the government 
choses myopia. 

Cars, a commodity covered by 
wage and price controls managed 
to hold their price. Last years' 
Ford costs as much as this years, 
But there is less of it; the cars 
this year, Fords and the ot tiers 
average ir.00 lbs lighter, 4 in- 



ches less length and II inches 
narrower. They were loo big 
anyways but there is less pro- 
duct for the same money i.e. 
Hiev do cost more In a material 
for dollars sense. The gas that 
they save you (hough Is 33'J, 
more expensive. Sudtmry's pre- 
mium itas is close lo a dollar a 
gallon. The guy serving It to 
you Is probably getting mini- 
mum wage for his work. If he 
owns a car, lie has to put the 
same gas in it. if he buys a 
hamburger, it Is costing him 
more. Ami If he mikes a phone 
call, it will cost him 20 cents, 
a one hundred per cent Increase. 
That Is why the CLC is going out 
on Oct. Mth, why the Sudbury 

transit drivers are going out, 
Inco's Sleelworkers, Falcon- 
bridges Mine Mill, CUPE locals 
and a plethor of other unions 
ItfHh in Sudbury nnt\ across the 
nation.

Gov't makes

In tin* current rapHalisl ee- 
onouik i-risis, the government 
has tried to make the working 
class pay - with the wage fre- 
eze of the A tit i- Inflation Hoard 
and cutbacks in medical car*.-, 
workers, are also suffering with 
education cutbacks, reduced fi- 
nancial aid, and fees Increases. 
Meanwhile, millions of dollars In 
government grants are handed 
out to 1NCO, Faleonhridge, and 
other companies. 

Tied in with these cuts Is a 
tremendous growth in all forms 
of racism being pushed by the ru- 
ling class. The Ontario govern- 
ment has announced fee increas- 
es of 300'; for new students on 
student visas; community col- 
lege fees wilt go up from $250 
to $1500 for a two-term year. 
And this Increase is on top of 
government regulations that 
prohibit foreign students from 
working to support themselves 
while at school. Most Ontario s 
universities have also Instituted 
racist quota systems to limit for- 
eign students. 
This fee increase is a racist 



means of applying the govern- 
ment's cut-back campaign, since 
it will mainly aflect slurfouts 
from Third World countries. On- 
ly students on government schol- 
arships or who are members of 
I he elite will Ik? able to afford 
the higher fees. 

The attack on foreign students 
is an attempt by the government 
to Increase racism and to have 
Canadian students blame foreign 
students for the cutbacks in edu- 
cation. Put, most importantly, 
this massive fee Increase for one 
group of students will give the 
government an opening to In- 
crease tuition fees for everyone 
In the long run. The Ontario 
Federation of Students predicts 
a 65 r ; rise in lution in the near 
future. And OSAP grants have al- 
ready been reduced. While the 
loan section has been increased 

to $1,000. 

Faculty cutbacks, resulting in 
larger classes and poorer qual- 
ity in education, have also t>een 
accompanied by racism and cla- 
ims that there are "ton many 
foreign professors in Canada." 
In this racist atmosphere, Al- 
goma Cot lege ( part of Lauren- 



Han University In Sault Ste. Ma- 
rie) refused to hire a Pakistani 
professor, Akrnm Rajput, tie- 
cause the sociology department 
said, they already had " too 
many Pakistanis." The Human 
Rights Commission found Al- 
goma college guilty of discrim- 
ination and the college was or- 
dered lo pay compensation to 

W The 8 Canadian Party ot Labor 
has lieen fighting this divide- 
nd -rule strategy of the govern- 
ment. The only winning strategy 
Is for students to unite with wor- 
kers in opposing, racism and cut- 
backs under capitalism. An 
October 23rd student conference 
is being planned by CPL, with 
workshops on organizing in the 
classroom, cutbacks and racism 
general strike, the need to com- 
bat anti- French racism, the rise 
of fascism and the decline of ca- 
pitalism, relating those to the 
student role in revolution.

ISO's committee to ftghl rac- 
ism and the recent fee Increases 
for foreign students m:t in Roxn 
10v o' yrrrled Stuients at 7:00 
on Thurslav even'ng. Richard 
Hoffman, SGA president attended 
along with some use fu 1 informa- 
tion from OFS and Laurentlan. 
Richard wrote to the student 
council at the Univ. of Alberta 
to feel out their attitude towards 
the fee differencials. (Alberta 
was the first to Imvlemcr. fee 
differentials, Out. folio*"!). I!. 
of A's student council was un- 
enuivocally against the fee dif- 
ferential. Richard also slated II 
was within this university's pow- 
er to refuse to collect the extra 
fees. In fact, any Ontario univer- 
sity has the power lo set ils 
own fees, though It Is the custom 
to Have the same fees throughout 
the province (price fixing?). 

Last year at Laurentlan there 
were thirty foreign students. 
The differential fees collected 
would be so minimal as not to tie 
worthwhile. On a national scope, 
last year, there were 3*1,000 for- 
eign students in Canada (Ontario 
alone has over 250,000 hilt •time 
college and university students); 
7,000 of whom were Americans 
and 20,000 of whom were from 
third wortd countries. Of these 
12.fl$ got Canadian International 
development grants (C1DA). 

It was suggested that Hie com- 
mittee seek avenues from which 
the fees differential could bene- 
gated. The work restrictions on 
visa students could be elimina- 
• ted. Initiating a federal loan 
scheme, I.e. OSAP, on a federal 
scale for the foreign students 
who were unable to receive CIDA 
grants, was also suggested as a 
wav of negating the differential. 



The disadvantage of course, is 
that the differentia) is not el- 
iminated, only postponed. 

The committee Is ready to ap- 
ply Its energies In several direc- 
tions. They expect to address the 
Senate In order that Laurentlan 
administration Itself could de- 
monstrate some backbone by re- 
fusing to collect the fees. A 
leaflet giving statistical and pos- 
itional information should be 
coming out of I lie committee 
soon. The committee a I. so plans 
to create lines of communication 
with like -minded groups across 
Ontario. Ttie ISO In Waterloo has 
already begun against the fees 
increase, as has OKS. The ISO 
also intends to poll foreign em- 
bassies to determine how many 
Canadians are educated overseas 
at the pleasure of those coun- 
tries; as had our foreign stu- 
dents up until recently. 

There was a brief detmte on the 
ability of foreign students to pay 
the fees; i.e. are they from the 
upper echelons of ttieir socie- 
ties? Since the majority are 
from third wortd countries, it 
was felt that obviously they had 
little more (If not less) ability to 
pay than working-class Cana- 
dians. Also It Is common know* 
ledge that the International elite 
seek their education at pres- 
tige institutions such as Harvard 
Students who have sought work 
permits have had their "length 
of stay" cutback severly. Some 
have had to go through the bur- 
eaucratic bullshit as frequently 
* as once a month. The ISO com- 
mittee also Intends to hold a 
public meeting this week to pre- 
sent the facts to a larger audi- 
ence, and perhaps recruit more 
concerned persons to their cause. 
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Changes in birth controls stated 
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strat**i'i»*s for change In luethiidK 
of birth control research IiIgIi- 
litfhted a conference on "The 
Politics of contraception" held 
recently at the University of Tor- 
onto.

An article hi last week's Lambda raised my ire 
to the point where I foil I had to respond. 

The article was on the SGA vote not Co support 
th<? October Hill day o( protest against wage/price 
control. Tho title, "The SGA votes to scab" was a 
blatant example of shoddy and biased journalism. 

1t Is my contention that the anti-controls movement 
is an attempt (so far successful) to discredit the 
present government. The movement is a snow- job 
perpetrated mainly by the New Democratic Party and 
Its supporters. 

Therefore I he student association counsellors 
wore merely exercising their democratic rights by 
refusing to align themselves with a partisan poli- 
tical activity. 

I am amazed that so many people have jumped 
onto Ihe anti-controls bandwagon without examining 
the facts. It is unfortunate that the widespread 
antt- government feeling In the country has been fo- 
cused on this issue. Unpopular as they are, controls 
were necessary to combat the runaway inflation 
that was prevalent. 

INFLATION AS IT WAS 

Examine the spe. ire of Inflation asit was in 1973 
when the controls wvre first inplemcutert. The in- 
flation rate was over 10 V. Salary demands of the 
unionized workers olten exceeded I ft'". Mortgage 
interest rates had skyrocketed. The real value 
of people' ssavlugs was declining. 

The people caught in the inflation bind were 
precisely the ones the NDP and the Canadian La- 
ter Congress claim they are trying to help -- 
(lie pensioners, I lie retired (living off their sav- 
ings), the low- in corn t* croups, and iioii- unionized 
workers. K very one was feeling their dollars er- 




ode, only the strongly unionized, the profes- 
sionals and the highly paid were winning income 
settlements far ahead of the inflation rates, 

II was an unstable situation that had to be cheek- 
ed. 

WAGE SETTLEMENTS ARK STILL AIIOVK THE IN 

FLATION KATE 

Philip Popovich wrote in No. t Lambda that "wor 
kers keep seeing their wage settlements rolled 
tack and prices rising." Most of the AIB roll- 
backs that I've seen vary anywhere from 8 to 12 
per cent. And with the inflation rate at G.2't 



(August, 1975 to August I31G) it would appear to 
me that they are still ahead. 

This 6,2 figure is computed by Statistics Cana- 
da from the Consumer Price Index, an ongoing mon- 
thly survey of the prices of over "0 consumer l- 
tems. These items are selected from amongst the 
categories of food, housing, clothing, transpor- 
tation, health, recreation, education, tobacco, and 
alcohol. They are designed to reflect as accur- 
ately as possible the overall trend in consumer 

prices. 
Although the prices of many items, notably food 

and energy are not subject to the anti-Inflation re- 
gulations, when they are lumped together with all 
other goods and services, the increase falls far 
short of Income increases. 

CONTROLS ARE PROGRESSIVE LEGISLATION 

According to the A IF, Income Increases of up to 
$G00 are allowable in any case, aiwl an upper limit 
of S 2-100 a year Is set for all individuals, even 
corporation presidents. Thus a person earning 
close to minimum wage would be entitled to 
more than an a; increase, while high income earn- 
ers could only get less. 

It Is interesting to note thatUieiipperllmll these 
high earners can gel is a maximum of all allow- 
able compensation. In other words, all insurance 
pension, or health benefit increases they receive 
must be included In the $2100. 

peeause it was financially impossible to control 
all price increases, the government chose to re- 
gulate the prices charged by Canada's largest 
corporations. It did ask all other companies to 
comply with (lie guidelines. To place a blanket 
freeze on all prices would be placing an unfair 
Uirden on producers. Their costs, especially that 
tif labour, are going up too. 

ONLY WAGE CONTROLS': 

One theme that many anti-controls spokesman 
stress continually Is the unfairness of controlling 
wages without controlling prices. The implicit 
assumption that they seem to \*o trying to make is 
that the workers are being screwed white the rich 
get off scotufrce. 

Does this stand up lo the actual facts? 
L All Incomes are subject to the maximum in- 
crease allowed, even those of executives. 

2, Dividends have been frozen for one year. 

3. Prices of the largest corporations are being 
controlled. Prices of smaller producers are sub- 
ject to voluntary constraints. 

4. tt would be economically unfeasible to regulate 
alt price changes. All the civil servants in the land 
would have to be employed by tite AIB. 

5, Price increases so far this year are well below 
the target rate anyway. 

The anti-iuflatton program was set up to bring 
the specific problem of inflation under control. It 
won't solve the unemployment problem; 
it wasn't meant to. It 

won't solve the housing problem either; it wasn't 
ncant to. Nor will it solve the problems assoei- 
jerhaps, are issues where the government should 
be taken to task, but they bear no relationship to 
the Anti-Inflation Act. 

In closing, I maintain that controls are working 
ami doing exactly Ihe job they were designed to do - 
curb inflation.

So 
far I haven't done much of that (his war hut as things develop thai 
situation wilt probably change. Thai will probably be met wiiti 
mixed reaction In the tower. So tt goes. 

So here t am singing the praises at Laurenttairs administrators 
and professors. Some people are probably trying lo figure out 
what will come next. Well wall no longer. 

There are. problems with a small university also. Rig problems 
particularly in the areas of course offerings. I had planned to 
major in political science and sociology. Judging from the course 
offerings In the calendar both departments had good courses in 

areas I was quite interested in. 

I had a list of about eight sociology courses alone ttiat I won 1<I 
have liked to lake as well as five or six Interesting Political Sci- 
ence courses.

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Struggles in Africa

Last week ft was revealed 
that a peace settlement to Rho- 
desia's problems had been rea- 
qulte optimistic about these arr- 
angements. Certainly there is 
more reason to tie optimistic 
than in the early summer when 
the rioting liegau. Many i|«es- 
Uons, however, remain unansw- 
ered and Indeed Henry Kissing- 
er'*; Home what regained pres- 
tige could fall flat in the near 
future for :i multitude of rea- 
sons. 

There are no assurances that 

the rival Mark nationalist fac- 
tions (People's Army, /I in ha we 
African National Union and the 
Zlmhawv people's African Union) 
will agree to work together In 
tin* shaping of a predominantly 
Mack ruled Rhodesia, How Kls- 
sltis'X-r could state so unequiv- 
ocally and give "categorical as- 
surances" that the "terrorist 
war" wjll t»e ended, is at best, 
difficult 10 assertain. (Henry lias 
been wrong before). If thesodi- 
visions are not mended, the pos- 
sibility of a civil war cannot be 
discounted. Perhaps another An- 
gola could be brewing, albeit too 
early to predict with any dee ret* 
of aevu racy. 

Part of the peace formula cal- 
ls for a two year period of con- 
stitutional debates, the end pro- 
duct hopefully to bo a new con- 
stitution. This two year period 
is much too lone:. It will only 
give tempers a chance to flare 
attain. It is equally difficult to 
justify equal representation on 



tfre constitutional committee* Is 
should form at the very least 
a bare majority on the comm- 
ittee In order to determine their 
own future? The presence of 
tan Smith on this committee 
is not exactly a l*oon to healthy 
consltutlonal debate. 

It Is difficult to accept Kis- 
singer's logic In dealing with S. 
Africa, and the pact he made 
with thern. In short, Kissinger 
told Vorsler that (he States wou- 
ld strongly "urge" Iran to dis- 
continue oil shipments to South 
Africa, if Rhodesia refused to 
recognize Mack rule within two 
years (South Africa allocates 
part of their oil to Rhodesia). 
This kind of pressure worked 
on Vorster especially when the 
States said It would support a 
♦■slow dismantling 1 of South Af- 
rica's apartheid (legalized ra- 
cism). I tow can Kissinger con- 
demn racist policy In Rhodesia 
while at the same time rcduc- 
to recognize black majority rule 
there. If and when Rhodesia 
recognizes Mack majority rule 
it seems quite likely that South 
African blacks will increase their 
demands for the same treatment 
In fact, by forcliu; an end to 
Rhodosi's difficulties (itself du- 
bious) It could very well pre- 
cipitate a severe backlash in So- 
uth Africa. 

It is quite obvious that much 
more attention will be focus sed 
and even more Mood could be 
sited before the entire fiasco Is 
concluded. 




The SGA entertained two speakers from the Sudbury Labor Coun- 
cil at its second regular meeting. (Sunday 6 pm In the president's 
dining lounge). Peter Desilets and Sheryl Desrocbers asked the 
council to support Sudbury workers on Oct. Mtu via a motion 
presented by Richard Hoffman (SGA Pres.)

Support for the movement lias transcended normal poUticul Un-s 
" . , we're making some st ranee alliances."

it was mentioned at the meeting that Lauroiillan has Canada's 
highest proportion of working class students. One counsellor 
summed it up best. "Since over Wi of I. V students are from Hie 
working class, the SGA should support this .. room and picket!" 
Desilets emphasized that the AIP policy was hurting, the economy 
as well as otir democratic tradition, " . . money is flowing out of 
this country like a damn has hirst." still the defence of demo- 
cracy was foremost in his thoughts. "I think there is a real dan- 
ger here ..the cover um en t has acted In fids way before." 

The Hoffman motion to support the CLC in principle was roundly 
delated. At the previous special meeting of rouejiiy the same in- 
Popovich who had presented the previous motion dealing with Oct, 
Mth cjuoted " • . agreement In principle is nothing . ." & stressed 
students should get out and make a tangible showing •, support, 
i.e. picket. Popovlch though was happy to lend his support to Toff- 
man's motion, Pcrnle Freelandt, the SGA treasurer add* 1 *) his voice 
In support of the CI c's day of protest and voted accordliigly. 
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What are you doing October 
II" What wilt you do when the 
organized workers - and others 
lay down their tools on the na- 
tional day of protest? 

Some say we have passed the 
era of protest, the era of the 
gO's. Some of us considered 
protests a passim: fad; others 
discovered that at times mas- 
sive peaceful protest is just n- 
tKMit the only way to get the om- 
nlpotents to listen to our case. 
Protest as a word and a pheno- 
menon has perhops been worked 
to death by splinters of society 
who made their petty grievance 
Into a cause celebre. Perhaps 
some of us sympathized with the 
cause of a splinter group - Per- 
haps no. Well, big deal. 

October M is another story al- 
together. The plaintiffs are not 
one of those little Maoist sp- 
linter groups. H Is not one of 
the loughs of the Western Guard 
either. The plaintiffs are the 
Imlk of the organized working 
people of this country. They not 
only butter the bread for their 
families. They - the working 
class provides free enterprise 
with profits. The increased 
earning power of the unionized 
worker has also enrich the 'sm- 
all' enterprizers - the Imslness- 
men owning clothing stores, food 

chains, hardware stores, and, 
yes, hotels. Higher wages brou- 
ght the healthy economic spin- 
off of not only further jobs (nit 
further profits for small busi- 



ness. 

What does the worker want.' 
Ills or her fair share of the 
pie. That share of the econo- 
mic pie tias been shrinking. In- 
flation ran about 15 '*; l>e fore the 
controls. N'ow it may be a tower 
average, put what about thepri- 
co leaders in our society? what 
about housing, for instance. An 
often -overlooked plank of the Cl.C 
presentations to the government 
conrerns housing. The nation 
needs affordable housing - not 
Ten-Test shacks or reeking cru- 
mbling tenements or overpriced 
dives for rent. The nation wants 
housing, the good old-fashioned 
single- family dwellings, the kind 
that you can't afford, pirdshave 
nexts. pears have a place to hi- 
bernate, groundhogs have their 
burrows, and a man must work 
one half his working life for a 
roof over his head. Decent 
farmland takes three generations 
to pay - if not inherited.

To j) rot est this injustice and 
others how possible under AIR, 
working people, students and 
pensioners are asked to ob- 
serve October Mth,

ties that the protest is to fo- 
cus on, uaysayers appear by the 
dozen, various leuriit-u or ig- 
uorant analysts who may have ne- 
ver eater "bitter bread" In their 
lives heap rationalization soph- 
ist rv and ridicule on the whole 
Idea of the peaceful protest. 
They tell ynti:
